EXECUTIVE ORDER NO. 88-17 

AMENDMENT TO EXECUTIVE ORDER NO. 87-26 

WHEREAS, the quality of oral hygiene on Guam is below 
mainland standards; and 

WHEREAS, the youth of Guam require transportation in order 
for them to participate in various youth activities, 
such as the School Dental Program which is needed to 
help in the education and prevention of cavities and 
gum disease; and 

WHEREAS, many voters are unable to procure transportation to 
and from the polls during election days; and 

WHEREAS, there are many worthwhile non-profit organizations 
working toward the betterment of Guam which may need 
assistance in the transportation of it's members so 
that they may fulfill their mission. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, JOSEPH F. ADA, Governor of the Territory 
of Guam, by virtue of the authority vested in me by 
the Organic Act and 4 GCA Section 1103, do hereby 
order that: 

Executive Order No. 87-26 is hereby amended to 
include the following: 

3. To transport senior citizens to activities 
when Guam Mass Transit Authority is unable to do 
so, subject to availability of funds; and 

4. to transport school children so they may be able 
to participate in the School Dental Program; and 

5. to transport school children so they may be able 
to participate in certain youth activities; and 

6. to transport voters to and from the polls during 
election days; and 

7. to transport members of various non-profit 
organizations so that they may attend the 
organization's functions subject to the approval 
of the Director of the Department of Public 
Works; and 
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8. for transportation of persons for other public 
activities or an a reimbursable basis subject to 
that approval of the Department of Public Works.
